St. Petersburg, June 
5.—The Rus­ 
sian government has shown that it has 
not weakened in this hour of disaster, 
instead of yielding to the stormy de­ 
mands which the radicals hoped Ad­ 
miral 
Rojestvensky’a defeat 
would 
force the government to grant, the em ­ 
peror issued a ukase Sunday confer­ 
ring greatly increased powers on Gov­ 
ernor General Trepoff, making him as­ 
sistant minister of the interior in place 
of Major General Rydzefsky, who is 
made a senator, also chief of the de­ 
partm ent of police and commander of 
the corps of the gendarmerie. 
Gen­ 
eral Trepoff is given the right by the 
ukase 
to close all assemblies 
and 
congresses and to suspend indefinite­ 
ly all societies, 
leagues and 
other 
bodies 
manifesting 
pernicious 
ac­ 
tivity and to take all other steps nec­ 
essary to preserve order so as to pre­ 
vent interference with the established 
regime and to suppress the revolution­ 
ary propaganda. 
This ukase, which entrusts alm ost 
dictatorial powers to the head of the 
imperial police, to control tile agita­ 
tion now almost peremptorily dem and­ 
ing 
a 
constitutional 
representative 
government and the surrender of the 
vital principles of the autocracy and to 
put down the disorders with which the 
government is threatened, makes him 
responsible to the emperor. 
It is a 
m atter of the 


Greatest Importance 
in the present state of Russia and indi­ 
cates 
that the 
government, 
while 
steadily proceeding in its plans for 
the fulfillment of the imperial prom ­ 
ises 
contained in 
the imperial 
re­ 
script, 
is 
determined

to 
be 
swerved from its policy by military 
and naval disasters, but in its own 
time and as speedily as possible has 
decided to give the nation the legisla­ 
tive body on which the Bouligan com­ 
mission has been working.

the question of peace will not be sub­ 
mitted to a zemsky sobor. 
According to the Russ, the result of 
the labors of the Bouligan commission,

Rear Admiral Enquist Requests Ti.na 
to Make Repairs. 
Manila, June 5.—Rear 
Admiral En- 
quist, accompanied by Rear Admiral 
Train and the French consul, formally 
called on Governor 
General Wright 
during the morning. 
After the usual 
greetings had been exchanged Govern­ 
or Wright asked: 
“Admiral Enquist, do you wish to 
Stay at Manila permanently?” 
Rear Admiral Enquist replied: 
“My ships are unseaworthy. 
I have 
not heard from my government and I 
request time to make repairs.” 
Governor W right then said th at ac­ 
cording to his construction of the neu­ 
trality laws the Russian vessels could 
remain long enough to make neces­ 
sary repairs, and after these were com­ 
pleted they must leave within twenty- 
four hours or d i s c i p l e and remain. 
Rear Admiral Enquist requested per­ 
mission to bring his ships behind the 
breakwater for repairs. 
This request was granted him and 
the ships will be nioyed Tuesday m orn­ 
ing. 
Narita Gore, the Japanese consul, 
called upon Governor Wright just pre­ 
vious to Rear Admiral 
Enquist and 
made inquiry regarding the probable 
disposition of the Russian warships. 
On leaving he met Rear Admiral En­ 
quist in the corridor of the governor’s 
residence and 
tendered him 
a pro­ 
found salutation.

St. Petersburg. June 5.—At a great 
demonstration during the evening in 
the Pavlovsk gardens near Tsarskoe 
Solo, the 5,000 persons present clamor­ 
ed for a funeral march in memory of 
the Russian sailors who had lost their 
lives in the naval disaster in the Sea 
of Japan. 
The members 
of the or­ 
chestra became alarmed and fled from 
the platform, when M. Novikoff, for­ 
mer mayor of Baku, rose and said: 
“Let us all, by rising, show respect 
for the victims. 
Down with the war. 
We have had enough of blood.” 
Some eighty policemen entered from 
either side of the hall and elbowed 
their way through the crowd toward 
M. 
Novikoff, 
whereupon cries 
were 
raised of “ Let us 
attack the police.” 
Chairs were seized aud hurled at the 
police, the crowd being led by a colo­ 
nel with a drawn sword. 
The police­ 
men fled, precipitately. 
Order being 
restored, a num ber of speech* s were 
delivered on the national crisis. 
Suddenly the police, reinforced to 
between 200 and 300, again invaded 
the hall and rushed on the audience 
with drawn swords. 
The people de­ 
fended them selves 
with c h a irs ^ a o d 
sticks, 
but after ten m inutes 
driven from the hall into the garden 
where there was a battalion of tirail­ 
leurs, who raised their rifles to their 
shoulders preliminary to the order to 
fire being given, causing a panic. The 
crowd fled toward the exits and find­ 
ing them closed smashed the doors 
and windows of the hall and so gained 
the street. 
Many persons 
were in­ 
jured, some so seriously that they had 
to be taken to an hospital.

arrested and the 
gardens 
were occupied by police and Cossacks.

The new time card went into effect on 
the Northern Pocific Railway yesterday. 
Several new trains have been placed in 
operation, and a number of chances, 
rendered necessary by the heavy tratic 
to the Lewis and Clark exposition, will 
be made in the trains. 
Trains Nos. 5 and 0 which have been 
running between St. Paul and F argo, 
will be operated to and from Jamestown 
and No. 7 and No. 8 will run between St. 
Paul and Mandan, N. D., instead of as 
far as Jamestown only. These changes 
are made with the intention of reliev­ 
ing the “North Coast Limited east and 
west, the “Twin City Express” east and 
the “Pacific Express” west bound, of 
local business. Trains 7 and 8 will car­ 
ry one standard Pullman each between 
St. Paul and Winnipeg, St. Paul and 
Mandan, Duluth and Fargo and St. Paul 
and Wahpton. 
The “North Coast Limited” 
east­ 
bound will leave Portland at 2:00 p. rn., 
instead of 3:00 p. rn., as heretofore, ar­ 
riving at St. Paul at the same time as 
at present. 
Considerable change will be made in 
the equipment carried by the various 
Northern Pacific trains. The “North 
Coast Limited” trains will carry two 
standard Pullman sleeping cars between 
St. Paul and Portland instead of one. 
One of the six new eighteen section 
tourist sleeping cars recently purchas­ 
ed, will be used in each of these trains. 
So far as Brainerd is concerned the 
service is very unsatisfactory and it 
would not take long to convince those 
who had to do with the making of the 
schedule that it was a very poor ar­ 
rangement if they had been arount the 
depot today.

Milwaukee, June 5.—The Milwaukee 
exposition building, occupying a city 
block, was totally destroyed by fire 
during the evening. 
The loss is $300,- 
000; insured for $75,000. 
The 
building was 
located on 
the 
west 
side of the 
city in the 
block 
bounded by Fifth 
and Sixth streets, 
running north and south, and by Cedar 
and State streets, running east and 
west. 
The fire is supposed to have been 
started from un 
electric light, wire. 
The blaze broke out in the northwest 
portion of the gallery just at the time 
the National Skat congress completed 
its afternoon session. 
At the time the 
fire broke out there were over 1,500 
people In the building, but all got out 
in safety. 
A curtain was first, discov­ 
ered to 
be burning and 
firemen at­ 
tempted to quell h the flames by the 
use of a chemical, but without avail. 
The interior had been decorated with 
thousands of yards of flimsy drapery 
and In a twinkling the flames spread 
throughout the entire interior. 
Stretched across the top of the in­ 
side of the structure was a heavy can­ 
vas and scarcely had the assembled 
skat players got out of the building 
when the canvas fell with a crash. 
A 
general alarm was turned in, but it 
was impossible to < heck the fire and 
the building was entirely gutted, leav­ 
ing nothing 
standing but the 
four 
walls. 
Many buildings situated to the 
south of the big structure were thr* at­ 
oned and in some (uses were slightly 
damaged. 
The exposition building was built 
about twenty-six years ago and had 
been used tor many years for holding 
the 
annual 
industrial 
exposition. 
Aside from this the building had been 
put 
to various uses.

Prince 
Henry of Prussia visited Milwaukee ho 
was given a public reception within 
its walls. 
Many national gatherings 
have lx*en cared for In the exposition 
building, it being able to accommodate 
a larger < rowel than any other struc­ 
ture in the city.
